1. Source has stated that a major reason for the 
new Soviet state security agency (KGB) , being 
a Committee, is undoubtedly the desire on the P* r J ® f 
MALENKOV to place it under the 

Council of Ministers , and thus under control of himselt 
as the Chairman of the Council. The new KGB will 
considerably less independencethan was *5®^’*?* ***£ 
MGB-NVD. Another reason for KGB being 

be the desire on the part of the regime to demonstrate 
to their own people and to the rest of the wor 
the problem of internal security within the Soviet 
Union has shrunk - to a degree that enable® it .to 
handled by a ’•mere** Committee. (Report in prepara tie ) 

2. Source has stated that the political prisoners 
in the Soviet Union are concentrated in about 14 special 
camps which bear numbered designations not revealing 
their geographical locations. These camp® are situated 
at Vorkuta, Magadan, north of Rovosiblrsk, in Osn^al 
Asia, the northern Caucasus, and in the 
Republic. These installations are supervised directly 
by 1TB. (Report in preparation)
